Richard Van Hoose, superinten- 
dent, said the board has on hand 
only $700,000 for new school 
building. Second priority was giv- 
en for a school at Okolona. 

Construction or additions t( 
the eight others is contingent or 
voter approval of a proposal t< 
increase the school tax rate 50 
cents in the November 8 election. 
Architects, however, were in- 
structed to begin plans for the 10 
projects. 

Other construction approved by 
the board, in order of priority 
are: 

1. Replacement of Kosmosdale 
School. 

2. A junior high school on 
Goldsmith Lane near Hikes Lane. 

3. A junior high school on Fair- 
dale Road near South Park 
School. 

4. Replacement of Greenwood 
School. 

5. Addition to Waggener School. 

6. Addition to Durrett School. 

7. Addition to Butler School. 

8. Herr Lane School. 

Van Hoose pointed out that 
plans for theHerr Lane project 
are tentative and may be changed 
later as membership figures are 
completed at the tied of the year. 

The Wednesday meeting was 
called at the request of Stanley 
V. Lobred, chairman, and Mrs. 
LaVerne Conner, secretary of the 
Valley Station Educational Im- 
provement Association. They had 
written Paxton N. Wilt, chair- 
man of the school board, request- 
ing an opportunity of discussing 
the double session at Valley Ele- 
mentary. 

Mrs. Conner has filed suit in 
Jefferson Circuit Court to halt 
the double sessions on grounds 
that they are illegal. She is the 
mother of a 11 -year-old pupil at 
the school, Susan Lynne. 

R. Davis McAfee, representing 
a delegation of three persons, sug- 
gested that some of Valley's pu- 
pils be sent to Medora. Van Hoose 
said Medora already had 553 and 
could possibly accomodate 720 by 
using special purpose rooms, but 
new subdivisions in the Medora 
area might increase membership 
at the school another 200 or 300 
by the end of the year. 

The next meeting of the board 
will be held Monday. 7:30 p.m., 
at Durrett Junior High School. 
Preston Highway. Attending the 
session will be members of the 
Jefferson County Citizens Com- 
mission for Public Schools who 
will see at "first hand" how meet- 
ings are conducted.

Fire Prevention 
Plans Announced 



More than 1,000,000 pieces of 
fire prevention literature will be 
distributed in Kentucky during 
National Fire Prevention Week, 
October 9-15, it has been an- 
nounced by State Fire Marshal 
J. T. Underwood, Jr. 

Underwood said his office will 
co-ordinate Kentucky fire pre- 
vention activities of national or- 
ganizations, including the Nation- 
al Board of Fire Underwriters and 
the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation. 

Pointing to recent large fires 
in the state, the fire marshal call- 
ed on local officials, fire depart- 
ments and civic organizations to 
plan fire prevention programs in 
their communities. 

Highlighting state - sponsored 
activities will be a state-wide ra- 
dio fire drill in which upwards 
of 400,000 school children are ex- 
pected to participate. The 15- 
minute program will be broad- 
cast simultaneously by 46 Ken- 
tucky radio stations and will be 
heard on radios placed in schools 
by fire departments and local fire 
prevention committees. 

Climax of the show will be 
fire drill of 4,000 public and p 
rochial schools throughout the 
state. 

In another state-wide Fire Pre- 
vention Week project, school chil- 
dren of all ages will compete for 
a share of $960 worth U.S. Sav- 
ings Bonds. They will be asked 
to complete in 25 words or less

Underwood said entry blanks 
were being sent direct to schools 
but that blanks may be obtained 
by writing to him at Frankfort.

The catalogues, placed in the science and technology de- 
partment of the library, bring back many memoi ies For 
example, back in the nineties, Sears, Roebuck had some 
cracking good bargains. You could get a King oak well 
bucket for M6 cents. 

And who can remember Oline's Improved Steam 
Washer, pot-bellied stoves at $2.40 and butter churns that 
were powered by dogs, goats or sheep? And can anyone 
remember Bixby's shoe blacking-three cents, a five pound 
tube of apple butter at forty cents and blackstrap molasses 
and maple syrup at thirteen cents a gallon? 

Reflecting the different hair styles of that .lav. the 
catalogues of the nineties offered both crania waves and 
ieater bangs for thin-haired ladies. Gentlemen were of- 
fered full beards on wire and even "ventilated" beards, 
and mustaches at ten cents! 

All in all, looking through the pages of these old cata- 
logues brings back memories to those who lived through 
that era. The catalogues are actually a valuable part of 
Americana, of history and the way of life in the years they 
were issued. They also show that, while we often talk of 
going back to the good old days, if we really had the chance, 
no one would go back to the good old days.— Breckinridge 
News.

"The burnt child avoids the 
fire" — so goes the old saw. You 
may even have heard of Spartan 
mothers who taught their chil- 
dren to avoid fire by letting them 
burn their fingers on a hot stove. 

It has been estimated that about 
forty to seventy thousand burns 
• every year. Because of vast 
improvements in treating the in- 
itial shock of a severe burn. 50 
I per cent of badly burned 
children now survive, but many 
ve to face months of pain 
and perhaps even a lifetime of 
disability. Wonders are being done 
with skin grafting, but at best 
it's only a poor substitute for nor- 
mal skin. 

A 30-year survey made in one 
hospital showed that ignited cloth- 
ing was the most frequent cause 
of severe burns of children. The 
open fireplace was the usual 
source of trouble, less often a 
trash fire or playing with match- 
es. Most of these children were 
three to six years old and had 
spend over seven months in 
the hospital. Other important 
causes of children's burns were 
direct contact with hot stoves, 
hot ashes, or flames, gasoline or 
kerosene, and hot liquids. Inquis- 
itive two-and-three-year-olds ac- 
counted for most of the scald 
cases by overturning pots of boil- 
ing water from the stove or fall- 
ing into tubs of hot water. Early 
adolescents seemed to have the 
most trouble from careless hand- 
ling of inflammable liquids. 

Perhaps the darkest side of 
this picture is the fact that al- 
most every one of these "acci- 
dents" was unnecessary. We all 
know that open fireplaces should 
have firescreens; that children 
should never be alone in a room 
where there is a fire; that han- 
dles of pots on the stove should 
be turned so that children cannot 
reach them; that gasoline and 
kerosene must be handled with 
caution. We know — yet in our 
hurry to get through the day's 
work, we sometimes say, "just 
this- once it won't matter." 

"Just this once" can mean a 
tragedy. We can't wait for a 
small child to learn the danger 
of fire by bitter experience. It 
is our responsibility to take prop- 
er precautions for our children 
and, as early as possible, teach 
them how to avoid burns.

"UNDER ONE ROOF" 

is good to read a faithful 
account of life as it was lived 
half a century ago in southern 
Kentucky, an area that most 
writers have overlooked as the 
setting for anything interesting 
or memorable. Emma Wilson, in 
UNDER ONE ROOF, has given 
plain but sympathetic picture 
of some five years in the life of 
her family when they lived at the 
Leavell place, just outside Hop- 
kinsville. 

Here are not super-people or 
spectacular human beings but 
good middle-class citizens, hard- 
working, ambitious, devoted to a 
few simple articles of faith in 
life itself, just like the leaders of 
Fidelity at the same time, a few 
miles farther west, or just like 
hundreds of wholesome commun- 
ities and households in the cen- 
tral area of the United States. 

Daddy is a tobacco man, Moth- 
er teaches elocution in the neigh- 
boring college, Grandpa is a 
country doctor, Grandma is a 
lady of the old school who knows 
good manners when she sees 
them. There are three children: 
Brother (Thomas), Sister (Lucy), 
and the youngest.the author, who 
was only four years old when the 
family moved to the farm and 
just nine when they left. 

In the background are others: 
Aunt Celie, the cook and maid- 
of-all-work, skillful as a cook, 
a philosopher, and as a conjurer; 
Uncle John, who runs the farm; 
the neighboring Knights, Woods, 
Walkers, and Smolletts; Grover, 
the faithful dog; and Belle and 
Charlie, the horses. In a way, 
Grover is almost the central 
character, for he is the favorite 
of Emma and her family and be- 
comes such a part of the house- 
hold that his death marks the 
end of a whole era. 

Fortunately, Miss Wilson keeps 
throughout the book the point 
of view of herself as a little girl, 
the same little girl who had lived 
through the many events that 
took place while the family 
dwelt under one roof at the La- 
vell Place. This is not always 
easy for a writer, for most of us 
cannot help thinking backwards 
sometimes, with our wealth of 
years and experiences. 

Emma is a trusting child, al- 
ways slightly ashamed of being 
the youngest and, therefore, 
somewhat inferior to Brother and 
Sister. As a youngest member of 
a good-sized family, I, too, can 
recall how inconsequential I felt 
when everybody else but me re- 
membered something that took 
place a long time ago. It was a 



psychological triumph for Mother 
in this book when she helped 
Emma understand that Santa 
Claus is just as real as can be, 
even though he does not come 
down chimneys. Even Brother 
and Sister, big and feeling grown- 
up, cannot resist the spirit of 
Christmas in their attitudes to- 
ward less fortunate children. 

Most of the numerous children 
in the book are of the same so- 
ial rank as are the Wilsons; the 
only differences are the natural 
ones of differing personalities. 
Probably these average level is 
presented best when the children 
are thrown with children of a 
different social level: when the 
bored, rich little girl comes from 
New York to live a while in Hop- 
•kinsville and seems so puz- 
zling to the natural, unrestrained 
Wilson and Walkers or when the 
well-to-do Wilson and Walkers 
can be genuinely neighborly to 
the Smolletts .whose father seems 
unable to make ends meet. 

The only really dark side of 
the picture is the Night Rider 
outbreak in 1907, when Hopkins- 
ville and many other places in 
the Dark Tobacco Belt suffer 
from terroism. The Wilsons felt 
this tragedy more keenly because 
Daddy was a buyer for the 
"trusts" and was, therefore, re- 
garded as a natural enemy by the 
"Association" members. 

Grandma and Grandpa, fine old 
people of another time, help to 
instill into the three children the 
importance of being Somebody, 
somebody to be trusted, to be 
welcome anywhere. Aunt Celie, 
too, is proud of her "white folks" 
and loses no opportunity to keep 
up the good name of the family. 

Probably the book makes its 
greatest appeal to me and many 
other middle-aged people like me 
in that it is true to the life that 
the Fidelity Wilsons led, a life 
not rich in earthly belongings but 
rich in faith, in love, in forward- 
looking. If the Hopkinsville Wil- 
sons were not actually related to 
us at Fidelity, they ought to have 
been; our lives certainly ran par- 
allel to theirs; our plain faith in 
life matched theirs. Read the 
book and take a new grasp on 
what good, plain people are like.

Harvest in home vegetable gar- 
dens need not end with freez- 
ing weather. Plants whose edi- 
ble parts are underground are 
better off left there, until the 
ground begins to freeze. Fall 
leaf crops usually withstand the 
first killing frosts without seri- 
ous injury. Both lettuce and 
endive stand some frost, and 
1 they 



Brussels sprouts can be froz- 
en hard several times without 
injury, and are often harvested 
until Christmas. Kale is almost 
as hardy, and so is Chinese 
cabbage. Cabbages of all kinds 
can be taken in after cold weath- 
er really sets in, and stored in 
a shed or garage where they 
are protected from hard freez- 

Tomatoes should be picked be- 
fore they are frozen, and ripened 
indoors. Various methods are 
followed, and all seem to work. 
Some hang up the vines with 
the fruit attached, others lay 
the fruit on a shelf or In a 

Pumpkins, squash and sweet 
potatoes should be stored in a 
temperature between 55 and 65 
degrees, which is often found 
in a heated basement. 

When the ground begins to 
freeze on the surface, carrots, 
beets, turnips, and rutabages 
should be dug. If there are only 
enough for a few weeks' 
they will keep safely in ar 
heated garage or shed, stored 
where they will keep dry 
the air will circulate around 
them. They will keep well hei 
in extremely low temperatures 
if stored in boxes or baskets 
with moist soil packed around 
them. Sand is not good for pack- 
ing, as it lacks insulating value 
and dries out too quickly.
